Dramatic speeches were made at the resumption of the Round 
Table Conference, when the Maharajah of Alwar visualised ’a “United 
States of India” within Lhe Empire, and said that the Indian States 
sought no new territories or powers, but « practical, application of 
their treaties und, alliances, and ‘that the extra rights outside the 
treaties should be frankly und openly discussed and decided ‘only by 


mutual consent.

the “Eastern” or “Western” conception. By the first, British India 
might be formed again into Indian States. -That. would bring the 


true Swaraj considerably nearer

Sir Muhammad Shafi (a Pun- 
jab Moslem) said that since Lord 
Macaulay’s vision in 1833 of the 
Indi. of, the future demanding 
European institutions, the British 
Parliament had succumbed to 
sleeping sickness, its tardy mea- 
sures and long, intervals, instead 
of satisfying, gave a further im- 
petus to Indian aspirations, 

Sir Muhammad Shafi express- 
ed the. opihion that if a solution 
satisfying-to Indians with legi- 
mate aspirations were reached. 
“f tremble to”, think what the 
situation will be.” 

He-declared that the position 
of Moslems was the simplest. 
They wanted India to attain 
Dominion status as an equal'part- 
ner in the British Commonwealth, 
and believed that a federal 
system alone would suit the cir- 
cumstances. ; -/ 

He, therefore,, welcomed the 
declarations of the Maharajahs 
Bikanir and Alwar that the In- 
dian States were willing to enter 

_an All-India Federation, and ap- 
pealed to the British . delegation 
to take its courage in both hands, 
and declared that if India were 
‘satisfied, then all the Imperial 
problems—defence: of trade and 
- unemployment—would be solved 
in a measurable distance of time.

The executive committee of the 
National Council of Industry and

‘ WAS PRISONER BULLIED ? 


There was an unexpected de- 
velopment at the resumed hear- 
ing this morning, at the Aasizes, 
of the 


the murder of her father-in-law 
at Au Tau on September 1. . 

Mr: Somerset Fitzroy, con- 
:tinuing the case for the Crown, 
informed the Acting Chief 
Justice, (Mr. .J.°R, Wood), that 
it was his intention to put in ds 
evidence the depositions of the 
virl-when she appeared as a wit- 
ness in Taipo Police Court.’ 

Mr. Leo d’Almada, jun., for the 
defence, raised ‘objections to this 
course, and claimed that such 
evidence was inadmissible. His 
Lordship agreed to hear -him on 
the point. 

Induced by Threats? , 

Counsel explained that one of 
his submissions would deal with 
the question as to whether the 


‘levidence obtained was ‘entirely 


voluntary, or whether it had been 
induced. by hone or fear. Any 
inducement held out would ren- 
der .the evidence inadmissible, 
The onus lay upon thé prosecu- 
tion in this case to prove. that 
the ‘alleged evidence was entirely 
voluntary. 

Proceeding, counsel quoted 
several authorities on the point, 
remarking that though in the 
matin they dealt with depositions 
from prisoners only, he wished to 
make the analogy between such 
eases and the present one, where 
the evidence and statements 
ere obtained from prisoner in 
Court, who was at the time only 
a witness, and had not heen 
charged. . se 

"IT am instructed that in this 
ense,” said Counsel, “the prisoner 
‘(then only a witness) was taken 
to Au Tau Police Station and ques- 
tioned at some length by a Chin- 
¢se police detective.”

Another Imposing 
’ Return. — 
INCREASED STRENGTH. 


For the second week in succes- 
ston the usual’ Bank of England 
Return reveals. a didcrepancy be- 
tween the published daily buillion 
.and those In the weekly. 
statement, although the difference 
on thia occasion is not so marked 
as a week ago. According tothe 
daily bullion returns, the net ‘In- 
flux on Foreign and Colonial ac, 
count for the period was £652,639, 
but the item Gold Coin and Bullion 
in the Issue Department shows an 
increase of £873,877,, says the 
Financial Times of September 19. 

As there was. also an expansion 
of £63,183 in the Gold and Silver 
item in the Banking Department 
the total metallic reserves of tho 
Contral Institution Increased by no 
‘esa than. £937,010 during the week 
which ended on Wednesday, 

This is likely to add to the con 
siderable interest already aroused 
by last week's surprise, and to 
provoke’ the . question ‘as to 
where the additional amounts come 
from. As uggested previously 
by us, it-may represent some of the 
sweepings-up of the pre-War gold 


_|currency that has been sccumulat- 


ing at the clearing banks, or gold

‘Another .interesting feature in 
the latest Bank Return is the sub- 
stantial decline of £7,145,000 in 
Government Securites, making the 
aggregate fall in this item up to 
£16,000,000 during the past five 
weeks. So large a fall last’ week 
cannot be entirely due to matur- 
ing Treasury bills being allowed to 
run off. As matter of, fact, on 
two days recently rumours . have 
been in circulation to the effect 
that there had been selling of bills 
from special quarters. These re- 
ports were difficult-to confirm, but 
the disclosure in the Bank Return 
suggest’.that there may have been 
some truth in them.

‘Rapid Progress of the 
Development Scheme. 


The first’ 1,0008t. berth to be 
provided by the vast scheme of 
the western 
shore of, Southampton . is to be 
ready for the reception of ship- 
ping early next year, and, there- 
fore, the construction ig being 
rapidly pushed ahead., Forty of 
the 787,000-ton monoliths which 
will form the new deep-water 
quay wall have now been sunk to 
their final depth in the bed of the 
River Test, and ere long the task 
‘of reclaiming the 170 acres en- 
‘closed by’ the reclamation banks 
will be commenced. . 

The fact that more than half 
of the monoliths have reached 
their final depth is an achieve- 
ment upon which the contractors, 
Sir Robert McAlpine and Sons 
Ltd., can be heartily congratulat- 
ed. Although the work has 
been of considerable difficulty, 
there have been no, hold-ups such 
as would have’ been likely to de-; 
lay the date of the completion of 
the scheme. The work of sink- 
ing the remainder of the’ 78 
monoliths which will form the 
8,800. feet of new dock wall to be 
furnished under’ the first section 
of the scheme is now being 
undertaken, and 23 of the 40 
monoliths which are down to the 
required level have had the bot- 


toms of their. nine wells sealed, 


This has been accomplished by 
filling them to a depth of 
about 16 feet from the cutting 
edge with concrete. 

- The First Structure. | 

The monoliths are now more 
or less ready to be covered by the 
concrete deck which will con- 
stitute the finished quay or which, 
will be placed the quay cranes 
and permanent way. The, first 
permanent structure to be erect- 
ed under the extension scheme ig 
now being built, namely the com- 
bined pumping station and elec- 
tricity sub-station, which is 
situated at the end of the new 
quay wall nearest the Royal 
Pier. | This building, the steel 
skeleton of which .is nearly com- 
pleted will enable vastly import- 
ant work to be carried out with- 
in its walls. 

In the first place the pumping 
station will deal with the storm 
water drainage, secondly the elec- 
tricity sub-station. will ' convert. 
current supplied by the corpora~ 
tion ‘into units. suitable for use 
on.the new docks estate, the por-

Co., Ltd., who with characteristic 
enterprise ‘have’ had built 8 super 
pump for pumping ashore the 
dredged material. 
eclamation Work. 

This is, in fact, the largest re- 
clamation plant ever built, and 
will be capable of depositing in 
the area to be reclaimed an aver- 
age’ of 60,000 tons of spoil a 
week, Even so it is computed 
that something like 38,500,000 
tons of dredged material will be 
required to convert this area of 
river bed into solid land, so that 
it is readily apparent that the 
completion of the reclamation 
will take a considerable time. . 

When all is in’ readiness for 
the reclamation to be com- 
menced the firm’s dredgers_ will 
proceed with the: work of dredg- 
ing the new approach channel, 
which will have a depth of S5ft. 
Lw.os.t., and aftérwards the new 
berths which will have a depth of 
46ft. l.w.o.s.t, 

After . the surface mud has 
been lifted from the river bed 
and conveyed to sea in hoppers, 
the more solid material under- 
neath will be deposited by the 
dredgers into “solid bottom 
barges. These barges will be 
towed alongside’ the reclamation 
pump, and the spoil will be pump- 
ed from the barges through long 
pipe lines and discharged into the 

‘pond” or area of mudland en- 
closed between the reclamation 
tanks and the existing foreshore. 

The first portion of the re- 
clamation ‘to be undertaken will 
te of the arca at the ond of the 
quay. wall nearest: the pier, for 
it ia there that tho first. 1,000ft.: 
berth will become -. available for 
shipping next year. Finally, the 
work of laying the culverts ‘each 
7ft. ‘in diameter, for supplying 
and - dsicharging condensing 
water to the- Corporation elec- 
tricity station, sea water to the 
Corporation baths, and for deul- 
ing with stqrm-water drainage is 
now practically. complete, :

The warning quoted above was 
uttered in 1892 by Baron Pierre de 
Coubertia, when the Union des 
Sports Athletiques met in the Sor- 
bonne to consider his proposals for 
the;revival of the Olympic Games, 
in conditions applicable to modern- 
day existence. : 

“Humanity is still as imperfect, 
apparently-a3 it has ever been. 

In 1896 the first of the Modern 
Olympiads was celebrated at 
Athens, seventeen years ago 
amateur statutes were drawn up at 
a conference in Berlin, and, at 
Prague in 1925, a definition of 
amatcurism ‘was laid down for 
Olympic Games debarring any 
‘athlete from participation who had 
been in receipt of broken-time 
payments. In 1928 the Interna- 
tional Football Association insist- 
ed upon the principle | of broken: 
time payments, and ‘the English 
Football Association refused to 
send a team to play at’Amsterdam 
that year, Broadly speaking, how- 
ever, the Powera-that-be reaffirmed 
the ruling of the Praguc Congress 
against such payment, 


Beast Only Dormant. 


The beast, however, was not 
dead, only dormant, and, in May 
of this year the International 
Amateur Athletic Federation. the 
world-wide governing body of the 


‘isport, and the Olympic Congress 


were called upon to consider, two 
directly opposed . propositions 
tabled by Sweden and. Finland 
upon the one hand, and by Great. 
Britain upon the other. 

The Scandinavian proposal .rcad: 
“That am athlete may be allowed 
compensation for loss of time or 
wages or-payment for a substitute 
Olympic 
Ganies or international matches as 
the representative of his country.” 

The British reply to that pro- 
position was framed in the follow- 
ing terms: “That no competitor 
who has received any payment or 
compensation for loss of salary

To this the 
British delegates added an amend- 
ment as follows; ° “provided that 
payment is made by the employer 
and that the employer is not re- 
imbursed by any sporting federa- 
tion, association of club in any 
form whatsoever.” ;

Their. atti- 
tude was inspired by prudence and 
reason, so as to allow of thé conso- 
lidation and improvement of ita 
political structures, the centenary 
of which is being celebrated this 
year, Added to this the fact that 
the industrial and commercial pros. 
perity of Belyium is greatly depen- 
dent on foreign countries, There- 
fore the foreign policy of Belgium 
is closely allied to the organization 
of foreign ‘markets and the diatri- 
bution of its economic interest. 
In order that the economic expan- 
sion of the country, and simultane- 
ously that of ‘the neighbouring 
countries, should be-nble to deve: 
lop unhampered aon atmosphere of
